obligationrteTthem, and before our God, regarding 
the solemn oaths we have taken 4n his name. 
' Tfie Municipal and Financial year commencing so 
noareach other, you will soon bo called upon not on- 
ly to complete the organization of the City Govern- 
ment, by th« Choice of subordinate' officers in its yari- 
oas branches, but aJso-taflgjee upon the Amount of 
money required for die support of the various public 
institutions incident "to onr municipal corporation, and 
to make the necessary appropriations for these objects. 
Your most important duties are to be performed at 
the commencement of your official term. 


The financial affairs of the City will constantly 


claim your attention in the £floit you will undoubted- 
ly make to sustain the interests of the City committed 
to your care, with the le«.*t possible burthen to the 
jjeopler 
A constituency govpmpd by prudence in 


their ppisonal expenditures, will require the same of 
their poKfin- servants, whil? they will not desire to 
withheld necessary supples for an_ efficient and useful 
government. The present condition of the finances 
may be bes,t learned by consulting the annual state- 
ment ef the City Treasurer. That oflicer ha« the 
past year labored with great devotion to the inlet eat 
ef the Cky in his department, and by his exertions in 
obtaining funds to meet the demands upon "the rl reas- 
ary before the money could b« realized from taxes, 
has sustained with great success the credit of the City. 
This kind of labor, not being generally perceived, is 
not properly appreciated, nor dx>cs it receive that con- 
sideifrtioh which it justly merits. 


The permanent debt of the City has not been in- 


creased the la^t year, and had the anticipated amount 
been realized from taxrs, it would have been partially 
diminished. The policy commenced by your prede- 
cessors of making provision by (axes for the payment 
of the current expenses, the interest and a small por- 
tion of the permanent debt, I would recommend to 
your adoption. 


The nmount of taxes still due" for 1839, is 


for 1840, $1,900, and for 1841, is 18,500. 
sums, when collected, ore sufficient to pay 
debts due from the f "Uy Jbr mi refit expenses, 
pay a part of the permanent debt. 


I would recommepd to yo^r consideration the pro- 


priety of uniting the offices of Collector of Taxes and 
City Treasurer, and to authorize the allowance of a 
jscale of dfscoujtt, having reference to the promptness 
with which the taxes are paidrand with such reg^la- 
dons relative to the eojlecjjon of poll taxes, as will 
prevent loss, ~ 


The City, under the present system, from the neces- 


sity of realizing a ls»ge amount ef funds in the first 
part of the year and not collecting .until the last part, 
is compelled1 to resbrt to temporary loans' at much - 
inconvenience and the payment of interest,. By the 
plan recommended," k is believed that the discount 
would offer snihcient inducement to many of our citi- 
zens to pay their taxes in the early pai t ef thv year, 
and save the necessity of retorting t<» ternporary 


i foansr 
' - 
In the a&jKess whi«fe I had the honor to deliver to 


the City Councih at tfce commencement of the la«?t 
year, the subject of the Pauper Department of th« 
Gity was treated of at much length, nu at that time-re- 
quiring the earnest attention of the City Council. 


So imperative was the demand for an enlargement 


of the Alu«" House at that time deemed, that I am 
happy to inform you an appropriation wa* made 
andftfi addition to the Alms House £reeted_ la«»t sea- 
son, so that the obstacles to an economical and com- 
fortable snpport of the paupers, mentioned as existing 
last year, have been entirely remedied. 
You will now 


find a convenient Alms House, unfitting of a proper 
classification of the inmates, and in which they may 
be usefully eropl6yed. 


It is no less an act of proper prudence in behalf of 


the City, th*n of justice to those who are real objects 


- of i»a legal obvitjt^ to recommend to jour early^ con- 


sideration, \he ^propriety of establishing a general sys- 
tem of providing support in all ordinary cases of pair- 
pcrisui, to the inmates of the Aun« House alone,

Suitable roornsliave been provided by the City, at the 
Alms House, for the safe keeping and putting to la- 
bor convict* for minor «ttences. ' 


The County Commissioners have adopted these 


rnnmg as H HO'ISP of Correction, and agreed wilrTttre 
City upon Ihe amount ta be allowed for" support of 


- the convicts. 
It is believed that this arrangement 


wilf serve as a wholesome restraint upon the commis- 
sion of jntnor offenses aj^tinst the good order of soci- 


"ety; and aid in the reformation of those who are tempt- 


ed into the paths of tiansgression. The system is not 
yet perfected, and will for- a'time require your watch- 
ful attention in order to secure its happiest result1). 
Tune and experience are required to suggest the best 
method of conducting this Department.' The County 
Commissioners have appointed Josiah Towle, Ksq., 
one of your number, Master pf the House for the pres- 
ent. 


In any new arrangements which you may deem ad- 


visable to make at jhe Alms House, you will undoubt- 
edly deem irproper to connect the interests of the 
Houoc of Correction. 


Upon the subject of o_Ur Public Schools, generally, 


I would refer to my address of last year as in many 
respects applicable4o the present .time. It may be 
supposed-that <>iir constituents are in favor of pre- 
serving and even of perfecting onr present system. 
The fundamental idea, snd that which has wrought 


. the most beneficial results, and which has meiited and 


received such unqualified approbation, igja proper 
classification of -scholars, according -to their 'attain- 
ment'*, in Afferent schools. 
In this manner a~ regular* 


grade of schools is formed, from that compose^ of the 
A T5 C D arians, up, through four or five giades, to 
those prepared for entering College, or to become 
teachers ; the jcholars passing from one school to an- 
other Vpoo. examination of the Superintending School 
Committee. 


The large number of scholars attending our schools 


and the necessity for a more perfect classification, 
seem to make it imperative upon the City Council to 
increase the number of our shool houses. I would al- 
°so suggest in this connection that I am not aware of 
any other immediate necessity for appropriations be- 
ing required for extraordinary expenditures the present 
season^ 


The expenditures for the support of-our Public 


Schools the past year wers $6,869 49. 


The Report of the Superintending School Commit- 


tee for the past year, estimates thr sum necessary for 
the present year at (§6,500 00. 
This ReporUwill be 


laid before you, and to which, for -a more particular 
statement of this important Department, I would re- 
spectfully direct your attention. 


Our Streets and IlighWays have been kept in com- 


fortable repair, and in several places permanent im- 
provements have been made. 
The policy of keeping 


the^Toads in ft state convenient for travel with- 
out heavy expenditures for great improvements 
seems to be generally approved, and yet there is exist- 
ing a local feeling in favor of new roads and expen- 
si\e improvements. 


It is for the-City Council to decide upon the merits 


of all claims forYoads and the ability of the City to 
incur th^ expenses- incident to- the same. 
My own 


upiuiun is, that the present state of- business will not 
warrant an increase of expenditure for roads, however 
desirable it would be to accommodate our citizens who 
feel entitled to the benefits of new roads. There was 
eApended.the last year in this Department, the sum of 
$3,733 94, and thV present Street Commissioner has 
estimated^the sum of $3,500 ni amply sufficient fer 
the roads the present year. * 


The Fire Department for the last year hns been 


highly effective in staying the ravages of fire to which 
we have been exposed. That portion of the Depart- 


" ment that is oryunized, is in the highest state of disci- 


pline ; the members are vigilant, persevering and suc- 
cessful. 
The sum required for the support of this 


portion of the Police of the"City is well expended, and 


^ if those most actively engaged in the Department 


cguld be paid for their meritorious and patriotic ser- 
vices in proportion to the good they accomplish, they 
would receive liberal rewards at the public treasury. 
But the service-is .rightly considered of a patriotic 
character, and they deserve the Patriot's reward^ 
the 


public commendation. 


The cost of maintaining this Department the last 


year was $662 10, and it is not probable that auy . 
mcrea.se of pyppnHiture will be required the present 
year. 


'Jtfrf Police Court, the last year, ha* been enabled 


to support-itself by it/j receipt*, and I learo that an ad- 
ditional amount of one hundred dollars ha* boon add- 
ed to the salary of the Judge, but which il is thought 
the receipts of »be Court may cover. That'the Court 
is ofgreat utilrty. m the Police of the City, there can 
be no doubt: and as it will probtMy be maintained 
without m>'ch, if nny^exjx-nr to th« City, it should 
receive the support of the City Council.

years inconsistent with the duties'of 
the City Council to i.iciea&e the pu- 
-manent debt of the City, bat to pro- 
vide by the imposition of taxes, for the 
payment of the .annual interest and 
such expenditures a<? the wants of the 
City required. With these views, the 
addition _to the Alms Httuse, and the 
fitting a portion of it for a House of 
Correction, together with the building 
of a large and convenient Fire-proof 
Safe for the preservation of the records 
of the City, were all accomplished the 
last year without any increase of the 
permanent debt. 


I, have endeavored, in a brief man- 


ner, to comply with the direction -of 
our City Charter, " to communicate 
such information, and recommend 
such measures as the business and in- 
terests of the City," may, in the opin- 
ion of the Mayor, require. 
And 1 


shall take occasion during the ^ohtm-
